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Private meeting ‘will 
not delay pool plans’ 


CONCERNED council¬ 
lors have been given an 
update about a troubled 
multi-million pound 
swimming pool and 
leisure scheme. 

A lawyer was on hand at 
the behind-closed-doors 
meeting to discuss the 
latest issues surrounding 
the £12.8 million scheme at 
Newmarket. 

The press and public were not 
allowed to hear the discussions at 
Forest Heath District Council’s 
community services committee 
last week. 

Coun Geoffrey Jaggard, the 
council leader, defended the 
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decision to hold the discussion in 
private because it involved “legal 
and contractual issues”. 

But he said: “It won’t further 
delay the project as far as I’m 
aware.” 

No official opening date has 
been set for the pool, which is 
being built as an extension to 
Newmarket Leisure Centre in 
Exning Road. 

Councillors had originally 
hoped to have seen the pool open 
before the elections in May. Now 
the council is expecting effective 
completion of building work by 
February, although it will be 
some weeks later before it is 
ready to open. 


They were shocked earlier this 
year when it was revealed that 
the cost of the project had soared 
by £4 million. 

But Coun Jaggard insisted that 
there were no other shocks to 
come. 

“We will be making a statement 
in the near future in terms of 
completion dates,” he said. “I 
don’t visualise any protracted 
delay. 

“I want to get the best I can for 
the people of Forest Heath. 

“We want to provide a building 
that’s fit for purpose and that will 
not cause us any problems in the 
future. 

“I think, by and large, that’s 
what will happen. We have 
pointed out problems to the con¬ 
tractors and they have resp¬ 
onded. 


“We want a quality building in 
the quickest possible time.” 

Councillors received a confid¬ 
ential report on the work and 
agreed to authorise David 
Burnip, the council’s chief 
executive, and the community 
service chairman, Coun Nigel 
Roman, to agree future expend¬ 
iture. 

The committee agreed that the 
“specialised work” required did 
not need to comply with the 
council’s rules which require 
quotations to be obtained from at 
least three companies. 

The committee also agreed 
unanimously that because its 
decision was urgent it would not 
be subject to “call-in” by the 
overview and scrutiny com¬ 
mittee.

New system will speed up 
X-ray results for patients 


HOSPITAL patients can 
get a quicker diagnosis 
from X-rays as a result of 
new digital technology. 

The system allows 
consultant radiologists, based 
at West Suffolk Hospital, Bury 
St Edmunds, to view X-rays 
taken at Newmarket Hospital. 

Until this month, X-rays at 
Newmarket were taken on 
“hard copy” film which meant 
that diagnosis took longer 
while the film was processed 
before being viewed by a 
doctor. 

Now doctors at West Suffolk 
Hospital can call up the images 
on computers and make 
reports much faster. 
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The new linked digital 
imaging system is a joint 
scheme between West Suffolk 
Hospital and the Suffolk Prim¬ 
ary Care Trust, which runs 
Newmarket Hospital. Finance 
came from a government fund 
set aside for the purpose. 

Ann Foulger, who manages 
the digital imaging system at 
West Suffolk Hospital, said: 
“This will speed things up for 
patients. 

“They should get their 
diagnosis more quickly as the 
radiologists will view the 
images and make their reports 


without having to travel to 
Newmarket. It will offer a more 
efficient service, enabling the 
radiologists to spend more 
time on such examinations as 
ultrasounds which will help to 
bring down our waiting times. 

“It will also mean that 
clinicians operating outpatient 
clinics at either hospital will 
have all the patients’ imaging 
records immediately to hand, 
helping to ensure the patient 
receives the best and most 
appropriate treatment. 

“If they need to, radio¬ 
graphers at Newmarket Hosp¬ 
ital will now be able to ask for 
an immediate opinion from the 
radiologists at West Suffolk 
Hospital, meaning patients 


should not need to be recalled 
for further views.” 

Mary Sharp, superintendent 
radiographer at Newmarket 
Hospital, said: “Making the 
two departments’ radiology 
systems compatible is a real 
step forward in improving PCT 
services for patients. 

“Through West Suffolk 
Hospital, Addenbrooke’s Hosp¬ 
ital can also see patients X-rays. 
We have outstanding staff here 
and I am very proud of the 
department already, but this 
will make the quality of work 
here even better. 

“It puts modern services in 
the community, which is better 
for the patients and those who 
make referrals - largely GPs.”

Magistrates give conditional 
discharge to nuisance caller 


TELEPHONE nuisance caller 
Kay Cousins has appeared in 
court again - just a month after 
being given a jail sentence. 

Cousins, 46, who is the subject 
of anti-social behaviour order 
banning her from calling the 
emergency services, was given a 
conditional discharge for a year 
after she admitted making two 
further offensive, obscene or 
menacing calls. 

The calls were made in 
August - before she appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court and was 
given a six-week jail sentence 
for breaching an ASBO, 
breaching an earlier conditional 
discharge, having a knife in 
public and obstructing a 
railway line. 

She served just a day after 
previous time spent in custody 


on remand was taken into 
account. 

Courts have heard at previous 
hearings that she made hund¬ 
reds of calls to the emergency 
services - although not all were 
through the 999 system - saying 
that she was going to kill herself 
or kill other people. 

She appeared before mag¬ 
istrates at Bury St Edmunds on 
Tuesday and was given a 
conditional discharge for 12 
months for the two latest 
offences. 

Former ambulance worker 
Cousins, of New Cheveley Road, 
Newmarket, has previously 
been examined by psychiatrists 
who have said she is not 
suffering from any mental 
illness. 

But her solicitor Jeremy 


Kendall told the court she had 
recently been detained under 
the Mental Health Act for a 
month after being found 
wandering on Beachy Head, the 
West Sussex beauty spot which 
is notorious for suicides. 

“She remains quite troubled,” 
he said. “She is quite an art¬ 
iculate and intelligent person. 
But on the other hand she can 
be shouting and threatening to 
kill herself. 

“I think she would agree with 
me that some of this behaviour 
is attention-seeking.” 

He said there was no point in 
asking another mental health 
expert to prepare a report on 
her. 

He added that the ASBO 
would remain in place to help 
deter her behaviour.

Move the blessed thing, 
residents tell church 


Shops plan set 
for approval 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to build a new 
shop development on Newmarket’s 
market square are finally set for 
approval. 

The scheme to extend Newmarket’s 
Guineas shopping centre has been 
modified several times in a bid to 
overcome opposition. 

Now district councillors were being 
asked to approve the latest plans at a 
meeting last night. 

The town council, which previously 
opposed the plans, is now in favour of 
the scheme. And market stallholders 
are reportedly satisfied that they will be 
able to continue trading twice a week 
on a smaller square. 

Half the existing Market Square will 
disappear if the plans by Centenary 
Investments, operators of the shopping 
centre, are given the go-ahead. 

The scheme, expected to cost more 
than £5 million, will involve building a 
1,486 sq metre shop next to the existing 
Marks and Spencer store with six shop 
kiosks on the side facing the remainder 
of the square and Wellington Street. 

Centenary aims to lease the new shop 
to one major retailer, but the identity of 
the potential tenant has not been 
revealed. 

Original plans intended building on 
the whole of the Market Square. But 
that scheme was turned down and 
Centenary came back with a plan for 
just half of the square. 

The square is currently used as a car 
park except for the two days that the 
market is held. But there will be no 
parking on the square should the 
development go ahead. 
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RESIDENTS are at logger- 
heads with the nearby 
Catholic church over an 
unsightly metal container in 
the grounds. 

People living near Newmarket’s 
Catholic Church of Our Lady and St 
Etheldreda want the ugly box 
removed. 

The container has been on the site 
for more than two years since work 
was carried out to build a new 
parish centre on the opposite side of 
the church. 

The land where it has been left 
was originally intended for a new 
house for the parish priest, Father 
Michael Griffin. But he has said he 
is happy to continuing living in an 
existing church house in the village 
of Kirtling. 

There were two containers on the 
site until a council enforcement 
officer asked for them to be removed. 
An application for planning 
permission to keep the containers 
was rejected by Forest Heath 
District Council earlier this year. 

Now the church has submitted a 
new application to keep the 
remaining one on the site for 
storage. Although the church is 
asking for a “temporary” change of 
use of the land, no indication has 
been given when the box might be 
moved. 

People living nearby are fed up 
with the container and the over¬ 
grown site. They are intending to 
put their view to a town council 
planning committee meeting on 
Monday 

Peter Cornish, of The Water¬ 
course, said: “I think the church 
owes us a duty of care. We see no 
evidence of love for neighbours’.” 

Father Michael was not available 
for comment.

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Council spends £63,000 
on upgrading its systems 


MORE than £63,000 is being spent by a 
council to upgrade its computer systems 
for handling postal votes at elections. 

The new software is being bought 
because a previous system - installed 
just before the May elections - did not 
work properly 

Members of Forest Heath District 
Council have questioned the way that 
the new system was ordered without 
going through the council’s normal 
process which invites three companies 
to submit tenders for the work. 

But they have agreed that the new 
system is needed and have accepted an 
explanation by David Burnip, the chief 
executive. 

He told the council’s overview and 
scrutiny committee that the replace¬ 
ment software was needed urgently in 
case a general election was called. 

He said the new system was needed to 
ensure that the necessary security 
checks were made to detect fraudulent 
postal votes. 

The system should be more efficient 
in recognising voters’ signatures to 
verify the validity of votes. 

The scrutiny committee “called in” 
the decision by the council’s community 
services committee earlier this month. 

Coun Robin Millar, chairman of the 
overview and scrutiny committee, said: 
“It was about the quality of the decision¬ 
making process. 

“We have no doubts about the 
correctness of this decision, but they 
way it was reached could have been 
more transparent. 

“It appeared our internal processes 
were not followed - even though there 
was sufficient time

sales on the 25-acre field 
this year - the legal 
maximum that can be 
held without planning 
permission. 

But he said that a 
number of advertised 
sales did not take place 
because of wet weather. 
He also argued that two 
sales, held specifically 
for the Air Ambulance, 
should not be counted 
because they were 
charity events. 

“We will be going 
ahead with the next sale 
on Saturday, November 
3,” said Mr Warin, 46, of 
West Row. 

“I feel passionately 
about this. The people 
don’t want the sales to 
stop. They will have to 
drag me away and put 
me in prison. 

“If I’m taken to court 
and fined, I shall refuse 
to pay. I’m willing to go 
to prison because I feel 
so strongly about this. 


“The council haven’t 
written to me about this. 
They have just gone 
ahead and slapped an 
enforcement notice on 
me. What a sad state of 
affairs.” 

He said the council’s 
notice was incorrect 
because it stated that the 
sales were held every 
week. 

The sales have faced 
opposition from people 
living in Barton Mills 
who objected when he 
applied for planning 
permission last year. 

A council spokes¬ 
woman said there was 
no question of Mr Warin 
being arrested but 
further action was being 
considered. 

“We are satisfied there 
have been 14 sales on 
this land,” she said. 

“We issued a stop 
notice on Friday, Octo¬ 
ber 19, and a further sale 
was held on Saturday, 
October 20.”

Cheveley 


AT the meeting of Cheveley 
Parish Council on October 9 it 
was noted that a new bench 
had been ordered for Pump 
Green, a contractor had been 
instructed to remove the dead 
tree on Park Road and that the 
highways authority was 
planning to remove the dead 
tree outside Glebe House, in the 
High Street, on November 2. 
New litter bins were still awaited 
from East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for Pump 
Green, opposite the British 
Legion and outside the post 
office. 

In order to try and fill the 
vacancies for councillors in the 
North Ward it was suggested 
that a welcoming letter be 
drafted and delivered to 
residents on the new 
development between Duchess 
Drive and Centre Drive. 
Councillors discussed various 
financial matters including 


whether the parish council was 
seeing value for money from its 
high running costs, especially 
with regards to grass cutting. 
This will be discussed further at 
the next meeting when current 
maintenance contracts are 
reviewed. With regards to 
projects it was noted that some 
projects proposed for this year 
might not be completed. It was 
agreed that restoration of the 
cemetery and traffic calming 
along Newmarket Road should 
remain priorities, although it 
was noted that the county 
council would decide the bid for 
the traffic calming. No new 
projects were agreed for the 
2008/2009 financial year but the 
clerk had received a request for 
the parish council to provide a 
skate park. This would only be 
considered if the results of the 
Parish Plan indicated a 
requirement for one. 

It was agreed to purchase a 
replacement notice board for 
outside the post office. This will 
be made from man-made 


timber (recycled materials) to 
match the other parish boards. 
A response is still awaited from 
ECDC conservation officer 
regarding the use of kerbstones 
for the verge at Church Lane, 
where improvements to the 
parking layby are proposed. A 
contribution to these works, 
which will be undertaken by the 
county council, will be required 
from the parish council and a 
maximum amount was agreed. 
In the review of outstanding 
maintenance actions still 
requiring attention it was 
agreed to obtain quotes for 
works in the recreation ground, 
to the pavilion and bus shelters. 
Proposals for a Cheveley 
Village Guide were discussed 
but as insufficient detail had 
been submitted the council 
decided that a donation could 
not be made at this stage. 

More clarification is to be 
sought. 

Since the last meeting the 
parish council had commented 
on planning applications for 23 


Duchess Drive, 10 The 
Shrubberies and 104 Ashley 
Road, Newmarket. District 
councillor Peter Cresswell 
reported on the case history of 
the application for an extension 
at 20 Holland Park, Cheveley, 
and advised that this will be 
considered by East 
Cambridgeshire Review Panel. 

The next meeting of the parish 
council is to take place on 
Tuesday, November 13, com¬ 
mencing at 7.30pm. in the 
Community Room, Cheveley 
Primary School, and members 
of the public are welcome. 
Agendas for the meeting will be 
displayed on all notice boards 
in the parish at least three clear 
days before the meeting in 
order that parishioners may be 
informed about the content of 
the meeting.

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Fallon’s 

horse 

‘should 
have won’ 


AUSTRALIA’S top 
racing steward told an 
Old Bailey jury that he 
could not understand 
why six-times cham¬ 
pion jockey Kieren 
Fallon lost a race 
which he had been 
winning. 

Ray Murrihy said he had 
viewed film of the contro¬ 
versial race in which 
Ballinger Ridge lost after 
having a huge lead. 

He said there was no 
reason why Fallon, who had 
a “commanding lead” with 
only a furlong to go, had 
slowed down and “given an 
easy passage” to the horse 
which overtook him. 

Mr Murrihy added: “I am 
in no doubt he should have 
won. It was a quite extra¬ 
ordinary ride.” 

The horse slowed “dram¬ 
atically” and lost mo¬ 
mentum after Fallon 
appeared to drop his hands. 

“I do not think I have 
seen in my experience a 
horse ease down in that 
part of the race and it 
undoubtedly cost him the 
win.” 

Mr Murrihy, the chief 
steward of Australia, has 
been called as a prosecution 
witness in the £2 million 
racing-fixing trial. 

Fallon, the court has 
heard, said he was giving 
Ballinger Ridge a 
“breather” not realising 
how close the other horses 
were during the Lingfield 
race in March 2004. 

But the prosecution 
alleges he allowed the horse 
to slow down because he 
was involved in the plot 
with two other jockeys to let 
horses lose so a crooked 
betting syndicate could win 
money. 

With 37 years’ experience, 
Mr Murrihy has been asked 
to give an independent 
opinion on races said to be 
involved in a betting scam. 

Mr Murrihy said he “had 
concerns” about 13 out of 
27 races he had been asked

to view by City of London 
Police. 

He said he would have 
called a stewards’ inquiry 
in each case and asked the 
jockey and trainer to 
explain. 

Jockeys Kieren Fallon, 42, 
formerly of Newmarket, 
but now of Tipperary, 
Ireland, Fergal Lynch, 29, of 
Boroughbridge, North York¬ 
shire, and Darren Williams, 
29, of Leyburn, North York¬ 
shire, deny the conspiracy 
between December 2002 and 
August 2004. 

Shaun Lynch, 38, of 
Belfast, Miles Rodgers, 38, 
of Silkstone, South York¬ 
shire, and Philip Sherkle, 
42, of Tamworth, Stafford¬ 
shire, also plead not guilty. 

Rodgers also denies 
concealing the proceeds of 
crime. 

The case continues.

A POPULAR charity Christ¬ 
mas lights display will be 
back - a year after it was 
blacked out following com¬ 
plaints about parking. 

Residents of Spooners Close, 
Dullingham, are getting ready for a 
bumper display after putting last 
year’s disappointment behind them. 

They have raised thousands of 
pounds for local charities and good 
causes. 

But they pulled the plug last year 
after a disagreement over parking 
in the close by people who travel 
from all over the region to look at 
the display. 

Visitors put donations in a 
collection box and in 2005, the last 
time the displays were put up, a 
total of £3,600 was collected. 

Last year disheartened residents 
decided not to stage the display after 
Hereward Housing, which owns a 
majority of the eight properties in 
the close, called for changes to the 
way it was organised. 

The housing association, now 
Sanctuary Hereward, said a 
complaint had been received about 
parking by visitors viewing the 
lights. 

There was also an issue over a 
CCTV camera used to maintain 
security while the display is in place. 


Now the problem has been resolved 
and the residents are already starting 
work on this year’s displays. 

Irene Gravestock, whose husband 
Peter helps to put up the displays 
together with other neighbours, 
said: “We had so many people tell us 
last year how disappointed they 
were that the lights were not on. We 
were amazed at just how popular 
they had become.” 

The lights, which illuminate the 
entire close, became a popular 
attraction over seven Christmas 
seasons before last year’s blackout. 


Mrs Gravestock, 52, said: “We try 
to give the money to local groups 
like the youth club and oppor¬ 
tunities group. 

“We always try to have something 
new each year and hopefully this 
year’s will be better than ever.” 

Some of the decorations come 
from the USA as one of the residents 
is American. 

The lights are due to be switched 
on at 6pm on Sunday, December 2, 
and the decorations will be illumi¬ 
nated every night from 4pm to 10pm 
until January 1. 


Lights to

CHRISTMAS street 
decorations in 
Newmarket are being 
further extended this 
year.

The town council has 
agreed to extend the 
lights after a plea from 
businesses in the road.

£3,600 to install and the 
electricity used would 
have to be paid for by 
the council. 

Businesses where the 
lights are attached 
usually pay for the 
electricity.

Right wine will win 


WHAT should be at the 
top of every Christmas 
host’s priority list? 

Serving a decent wine of 
course. But when you don’t 
know your Merlot from your 
Muscadet selecting the right 
festive tipple can prove 
tricky. 

Even if you are something 
of a wine connoisseur, 
deciding when to bring that 
ageing bottle of port up from 
the cellar can be a tough 
task. A treasured red kept 
for a special seasonal toast 
could turn into sorry sour 
grapes if you’ve not stored it 
correctly. 

For wine novices, 
Christmas can often be full 
of anything but good cheer - 
yet more and more of us are 
buying it by the binful. 

More than 13.8 million 
Britons buy at least one 
bottle of wine to keep and 
two million plan to buy or 
build some form of wine 
storage within the next five 
years, according to recent 
research by Standard Life. 

If you’ve been bitten by 
the wine bug then Christmas 
is the ideal time to start your 
own ‘cellar’. From leaving a 
small something out for 
Santa, to serving unexpected 


relatives, not to mention last- 
minute gifts, the right wine 
will oblige if you have plenty 
in stock. 

Before you make some 
buying blunders, stock up on 
basic knowledge and start 
your collection with the help 
of renowned wine writer, 
Tim Atkin. 

He’s put together Spiral 
Cellar’s guide Buy Now, 
Drink Later? with advice on 
buying, storing and drinking 
quality wines. 

“A good cellar should 
include wines for a variety of 
occasions, from a neighbour 
popping in for a quick drink 
to a smart dinner party. I try 
to have a selection of ready- 
to-drink wines close at hand, 
as well as wines that are 
maturing.” says Atkin. 

Toast the season with 
some of his helpful hints. 

BUY RIGHT - If you are 
buying to store, Atkin 
recommends snapping up at 
least six bottles of each 
product that takes your 
fancy. That way you can see 
how the wine develops over 
time. 

GIFT ADVICE If you are 

planning to give a bottle as a 
Christmas present then 
consider what would be best

to store, and point out to the 
recipient that you are giving 
them something that will 
keep. You want them to 
savour your gift, not open it 
late into the night in a New 
Year’s Eve blur. 

HOW TO STORE -Storing wine 
is not as simple as you might 
think. Standard Life 
estimates that £3.5 billion 
worth of wine is stored 
incorrectly in the UK. 
Consider the following 
before you stack up your 
new collection in the garage, 
or behind the Christmas 
tree. 

TEMPERATURE - The ideal 
temperature for most wines 
is 12-13C. Try to avoid 
storing your wine where 
temperatures are likely to 
change. Airing cupboards, 
kitchens and attics will age 
your wine prematurely, 
while garages and sheds will 
get too cold during the 
winter months. If you don’t 
have a cellar then a better 
option would be at the back 
of a cupboard, or under the 
stairs. 


HUMIDITY - While humidity 
won’t damage the wine itself 
it can cause labels to go 
mouldy which in turn will 
reduce the market value of 
your wine. A humidity of 
around 70 per cent is about 
right. 

VIBRATIONS - A factor often 
overlooked, vibrations can 
be detrimental to wine 
quality in medium to long¬ 
term storage. One way to 
avoid this is to invest in a 
Eurocave. 

POSITIONING - Be sure to lie 
your bottles down for storage. 
This keeps the corks moist 
and non-porous. It is best to 
go for a good quality rack 
made from wood and metal. 

HOW TO SERVE - A well aged 
treasured bottle from the 
cellar is a wonderful way to 
help the Christmas dinner 
go down. But bear in mind 
that the ageing of the wine 
is not all there is to it. The 
correct serving of the 
product is just as important 
to ensure it stays in the best 
possible condition.

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£8m complex gets 
council approval 


PLANS for an £8 million 
restaurant and flats 
complex have been given 
the thumbs up by town 
councillors. 

Latest proposals for the 
development at Newmarket 
have won support by a majority 
vote at a town council meeting. 

But Coun Jonathan Richer 
said of the plans: “In the words 
of Prince Charles: ‘That is a 
monstrous carbuncle.’” 

The scheme to redevelop the 
Technical Institute site at the 
junction of Fred Archer Way 
and Fordham Road in the centre 
of the town has been under 
discussion for three years. 

Two previous applications 
for planning permission by 
developer Reef Estates were 
withdrawn after facing opposi¬ 
tion. 

Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil, the planning authority, will 
decide whether to grant 
planning permission at a later 
date knowing that it has been 
endorsed by the town council.

The proposals include a 
terrace dining area. Two 
restaurant chains are 
interested in the project. They 
are Ask Pizza and Cimi- 
changas, a Mexican restaurant 
chain which is part of the 
Prezzo group. Prezzo already 
has a restaurant in Newmarket 
close to the development. 

About 30 jobs are expected to 
be provided in the restaurants. 

Fame Conway, a director of 
London-based Reef Estates, 
said: “We are grateful to the 
town council for the time they 
have taken in listening to 
several presentations from us 
about the development. 

“We have listened to their 
suggestions and hope we have 
now come up with an appro¬ 
priate piece of architecture on 
that site.” 

He said he appreciated the 
help that had been given by 


district council planner Jayne 
Wells and Suffolk County 
Council conservation officer 
Mark Barnard. 

Although the site, on the 
opposite corner to the town’s 
Waitrose supermarket, is not in 
a conservation area, council¬ 
lors have expressed concerned 
about the view across the 
nearby Severals green. 

Coun Bill Burch, the mayor, 
said he was worried about the 
possible traffic disruption that 
would be caused during the 
construction of the building 
and the demolition of the 19th 
Century Technical Institute. 

But Mr Conway told the 
council the company had 
carried out developments in 
London on more restricted 
sites and he did not foresee 
problems with the Newmarket 
scheme. 

He said it would take about 
48 weeks to build with the bulk 
of the work being completed in 
28 weeks.

Motorway status 
unlikely for A14 


WORK is set to start on the 
A14 upgrades in 2010 - but 
even though it will be of 
motorway standard, it will 
not be upgraded to motor¬ 
way status. 

The Department for Transport 
is under pressure to designate 
some of the route as the A14(M) 
after last week’s Government 
announcement of the preferred 
route for the section between Fen 
Drayton and Ellington. 

But a spokesman for the Dep¬ 
artment for Transport said there 
were currently no plans to upgr¬ 
ade the A14 to motorway status. 

Transport Minister Tom 
Harris said the so-called Orange 
route was the preferred option for 
the road’s upgrade, but it could be 
another three years before work 
starts on rebuilding it. 

The scheme will make the A14 
three lanes in each direction and 
take it from a new interchange at 
Fen Drayton cross-country south 
of Wood Green Animal Shelter, 
then south of Offord Hill, across 
the River Great Ouse and the 
East Coast main line railway, and 
then south of the Buckden 
landfill site. 

Four other options were on the 
table - the Brown route, which 
would have carved a path 
through the landfill site at 
Buckden; the Blue route, which 
would pass close to Brampton 
Wood; and two variations of the 
Blue route, one of them effect¬ 
ively driving part of the A14

through Fenstanton. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil and Huntingdonshire District 
Council have already backed the 
Orange route, and in a statement 
the county authority said it 
welcomed Mr Harris’s announce¬ 
ment, which confirmed a start on 
rebuilding the A14 was still 
scheduled for 2010. 

Coun John Reynolds, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
planning, said: “Improving the 
A14 is the key to unlocking 
Cambridgeshire’s prosperity for 
the future. 

“The road is locally, nationally 
and internationally important, 
and anyone who drives on it 
knows just how congested it is. 

“The county council and its 
partners have supported the 
Orange route, and we are glad 
our comments that it should be 
three lanes have been taken on 
board. 

“What is important now is that 
the work starts as soon as 
possible as Cambridgeshire has 
waited long enough for these 
improvements.” 

He said it was vital the High¬ 
ways Agency comes up with 
detailed plans for the new road, 
including its intersections. 

He said: “We want to make sure 
we work closely with the High¬ 
ways Agency on the detailed 
plans for the road, including how 


the side roads will be dealt with 
and how traffic will be managed 
while the road is being built. 

“It will be important to make 
sure the Highways Agency gets 
the details right and local com¬ 
munities involved.” 

John Bridge, chief executive of 
Cambridgeshire Chambers of 
Commerce, was pleased the 
Orange route had been chosen. 

He said: “The chamber, togeth¬ 
er with its local council partners, 
opted for that route. What is 
important now is that we have 
some unity so we can go forward. 

“The last thing we need is for 
minority groups, who might be 
opposed to the route chosen, to 
use legal moves to block it. 

“If they do, they will be going 
against the wishes of the vast 
majority of people, who want to 
see the A14 made safer. 

“It is also vital the Government 
addresses the financing of the 
scheme and makes a commit¬ 
ment that the money will be 
available. We need to be certain 
that the funding will be there.” 

Jim Paice, Cambridgeshire 
South East MP, said: “The sooner 
they get on with this work the 
better. It’s vitally important to the 
whole of the county” 

And Malcolm Moss, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire North East MP, said: 
“This is good news, but they just 
need to get on with it. When the 
improvements are completed, 
they need to consider whether to 
give it motorway status and make 
it the A14(M).”

District Council 
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MPs win money game with expenses 


JAMES Paice and Malcolm 
Moss have been revealed as 
the two most expensive MPs 
in Cambridgeshire. 

But they were less costly to the 
public purse than Hertfordshire 
North East’s Oliver Heald and 
Bedfordshire’s Alistair Burt. 

The latest figures for MPs 
expenses, published last week, 
showed Mr Paice, Cambridgeshire 
South-East Tory MP, claimed 
£139,191 in travel, accommodation 
and other expenses on top of his 
£60,00 annual salary 

He came 298th in the list of 645 
MPs while Mr Moss, who 
claimed £137,983, came in at 319.

Mr Heald (194th) claimed £144,115 
and Mr Burt (267th), claimed 
£140,778 for representing Bed¬ 
fordshire North East. 

Cambridgeshire South MP and 
Tory Shadow Health Secretary 
Andrew Lansley claimed £135,706, 
David Howarth, Liberal Democrat 
MP for Cambridge claimed £98,709, 
Huntingdon MP Jonathan Djan- 
ogly £135,480 and West Suffolk MP 
Richard Spring £126,522. 

The Parliamentary average claim 
for MPs was £137,850 out of a bill 
of more than £87 million. 

Mr Paice said: “I have a very 


large rural constituency which I 
drive around and repeatedly travel 
to from London. I also spend a lot 
of time going round the country 
as Tory Farming spokesman. I 
also employ a lot of staff - costing 
£87,589 - to represent my voters 
properly” 

Mr Moss, who represents Cam¬ 
bridge North East, defended his 
claims by saying he too served a 
large constituency which involved 
a lot of travel to and from London 
and visiting voters. He added that a 
lot of his claims covered the £86,000 
in staff wages. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown - 
who was still Chancellor during the 
period referred to by the figures - 


claimed a total of £135,525. Mr 
Brown, MP for Kirkcaldy and 
Cowdenbeath claimed £17,017 for 
London accommodation, £9,557 for 
air tickets and £2,812 on postage 
and stationery 

His Tory rival David Cameron - 
who represents Witney in Oxford¬ 
shire, claimed £7,860 more - 
including £20,563 on London 
housing and £12,775 on postage and 
stationery His travel expenses were 
£950 in car mileage and a £20 rail 
fare, but nothing for his bicycle 
riding. 

Former Prime Minister Tony 
Blair, who was in office through the 
period, claimed £97,084. 

The MP with the highest overall 


claim was Shahid Malik, the 
Labour MP for Dewsbury and 
International Development Min¬ 
ister, who claimed £185,421. 

He was followed by Home Office 
Minister Liam Byrne (Birming¬ 
ham Hodge Hill) with £178,116 and 
Labour MP Joan Ryan (Enfield 
North) who claimed £173,691, 
despite representing a London 
constituency 

Matthew Elliott, chief executive 
of pressure group the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance, said MPs should be 
“ashamed of themselves”. 

He said: “Families are struggling 
to pay higher tax bills whilst MPs 
are spending more and more of our 
money on themselves each year.”

Life, love and loss - 
powerful inspiration

WHEN you’ve been an 
integral part of not one, but 
two of the most important 
bands of a generation then 
you’ve got plenty of old 
material to fall back on. 

But you won’t hear any songs by 
Cast or The Las when John Power 
comes to The Graduate in 
Cambridge next Thursday. 

The curly-mopped Liverpudlian 
who played bass in The Las and 
went on to front Cast, with whom 
he would write All Change, one of 
the fastest-selling albums of the 
1990s, has now gone solo and 
taken a new, more rootsy, 
direction. His album from last year, 
Willow She Weeps, is full of the 
kind of organic folk and blues rock 
he learnt from a lifetime listening 
to Captain Beefheart, Bob Dylan 
and Howlin’ Wolf records. 

“I don’t think I could have written 
that album before,” he admits. “I 
think that for some things you’ve 
got to live and love and lose and 
be a bit experienced in life. 

“I’m not trying to be an old fart but 
I feel like I’ve got through it all, I’ve 
popped through the bottleneck. 
After Cast and all that I really 
didn’t want to be a parody of 
something I’d already been.

“ Willow She Weeps was songs I’d 
written after picking up a guitar for 
the first time in a few years. I’d 
gone into the studio to record 
them but they just didn’t feel right 
with a 4/4 beat behind them and 
loads of harmonies.” 

Being lumped in with the Britpop 
explosion which dominated the 
music industry in the 90s 


alongside the likes of Oasis, Blur, 
Pulp and Elastica meant a lot of 
pressure was heaped on John and 
his Cast bandmates. They 
eventually buckled and split after a 
poorly received final album, 
Beetroot, on which they dared to 
introduce some more eclectic 
sounds than a singalong chorus 
and a catchy hook. 

Now he’s got some distance from 
that period in his life he’s able to 
look back and ponder over the 
highs and lows. 

“Sometimes I don’t even know if 
that Cast thing really happened, I 
was a different guy then. I don’t 
play any of the old stuff now, that 
whole situation just feels so alien. 
“But now I feel I’m delivering the 
truth through my music as 
opposed to being part of 
something I don’t quite 
understand. 

“I’m back on the roads singing 
and playing and I’m feeling the 
best I’ve ever felt which is weird 
and it’s great. I feel more 
passionate now but I’m not 
strangling that passion, I’m more 
relaxed but I’m not stoned off my 
box. I’m writing the best stuff I’ve 
ever written.”

Powerful voices of pop’s dance master 


ONE of the pop world’s top 
choreographers is taking a break 
from putting Kylie through her paces 
to bring his own dance show to 
Cambridge.

HOW do you, in the name of 
all that is sane, end up 
calling a car a C-Crosser? 

It is on a par with Toyota’s Aygo 
or the Mercedes Vaneo - but if you 
go for a C-Crosser the name will be 
the only major downside. It is the 
very fact that the rest of the vehicle 
is so sensible, flexible and totally 
adaptable that makes “C-Crosser” 
so squirmingly embarrassing. 

The car is actually based on the 
Mitsubishi Outlander and both 
Citroen and Peugeot bought a slice 
of the Mitsubishi action. Peugeot 
calls its version the 4007 and both 
PSA Group companies are using 
their own 160bhp 2.2-litre turbo 
diesel even though the car is built 
for them in Japan by Mitsubishi. 

If you wish to categorise the C- 
Crosser it forms an SUV or sports 
utility vehicle. Primarily it is 
designed to give excellent perfor¬ 
mance and economy on the public 
road with the ability to negotiate 
muddy tracks and off-road territory 
which is not unduly tough. 
Switching from two wheel drive 
(front) to four wheel drive is done 
simply by rotating a knob but don’t 
expect to negotiate river beds or the 
sides of canyons. A further Lock

setting ensures maximum drive 
goes to the rear wheels. 

Out on the open road the car is 
surprisingly fast with excellent 
acceleration. It comes with a six- 
speed manual gearbox (an auto¬ 
matic box is not available - a pity 
really because the engine charac¬ 
teristics are ideally suited to it). 

The ride is firm but there is little 
roll or lurch. There are three rows 
of seats with an occasional-use two- 
seat bench in row three. To provide 
access to the third row, the second 
row can be folded portfolio-style. 

In practical terms of space, when 
collecting a Billy bookcase from 
Ikea I found it necessary to lower 
all the rear seats as far as possible 
and then allow the remaining 10 
inches or so sit between the front 
passenger and driver. A big plus 
when loading this car is the split 
drop-down tailgate. It has an in-

genious and easy-to-use mech¬ 
anism and is ideal for sitting on. 

In spite of its size, the C-Crosser 
offers reasonable fuel economy at 
39.2mpg on the combined cycle. The 
fuel gauge - and one or two other 
instruments like temperature - are 
fully digital and you will either like 
them or hate them. A Carminat 
satnav system comes with the car 
and remains awkward to use in 
spite of alleged improvements from 
Carminat. I could find no way of 
putting in a postcode for example. 


There are two specs, the VTR 
Plus and the Exclusive. On the 
Exclusive you get leather seating 
and a TV camera at the rear which 
shows your direction of travel 
when parking via a display screen 
set into the dashboard.

all wrapped in a body 
that is not too big, and 
therefore easy to park. 

And it needs to be 
affordable on a family 
budget, too. Sadly, says 
Tumbridge, nothing first 
the bill perfectly, but 
here are the choices: 

■ Citroen Xsara Picasso 
(2000 on) - Arguably the 
best all-rounder here, it 
is a spacious, yet 
compact, MPV that is 
excellent value on the 
used market, asserts 
Tumbridge. 

The Picasso boasts a 
large boot, easy access to 
the back seats and is a 
doddle to park. 


Most economical 
model is the 2.0HDi, 
which returns 51.4mpg 
overall, and best used 
buy is any Picasso with 
SX specification. 

UsedCarExpert.com 
recommends 20 buyers’ 
checks, and prices a 2004 
1.6 SX, with 30,000 miles 
on the clock, at around 
£5,400 from outlets such 
as car supermarkets. 

■ Vauxhall Zafira (1999 

on) - These are clever 
and compact, and getting 
cheaper, says Tumbridge. 
It is one of the best 
medium-sized people 
carriers on the market, 
and, being a Vauxhall, 


there’s lots around at low 
prices. It is the easiest to 
fit three baby seats in, 
but the boot is not quite 
as useful as that of the 
Picasso. 

Most economical 

model is the 2.0 DTi, 
which returns 42.8mpg, 
and best used buy is the 
2.2 Elegance. 

UsedCarExpert.com has 
14 pre-buy checks listed, 
and prices a 2004 1.6 Life 
version, again with 
30,000 miles on the clock, 
at around £6,600 at a 
dealer. 

■ Renault Scenic (1997- 
2003) - There’s plenty of 
room in a Scenic, and 


they’re cheap to both run 
and buy, advises 
Tumbridge. It may only 
seat five, but it is very 
practical and the large 
number in the market 
mean low prices. The 
revised model, from 1999, 
will be the better buy. 

Most economical 
model is the 1.9 dTi, 
returning 49.6 mpg 
overall, and best used 
buy is the 1.8 Alize. 

Meanwhile 
UsedCarExpert.com lists 
26 buyers’ checks, and 
prices a 2003 1.6 

Privilege, with 40,000 
miles under its belt, at 
£5,400 from a trade 
outlet.

THE GOVERNMENT has hit a 
brick wall in its attempt to 
convince the public about road 
pricing, according to the director 
of the RAC Foundation. 

Edmund King, speaking at the 
National Transport Conference in 
London, suggested that a 
voluntary scheme with rewards 
for early adopters, including cuts 
in fuel tax, might have greater 
success. 

“Economists have been talking 
about road pricing for more than 
40 years and it always seems to 
be 10 years away,” he said. “If 


the Government is serious about 
changing the way we pay to 
travel then a fresh approach is 
needed. A voluntary scheme that 
gave motorists other benefits 
would be a step in the right 
direction.” 

“No-one is likely to buy ‘road 
pricing’,” King continued, “but 
they might be interested in 
subscribing to ‘UK DriveTime’ as 
a package of solutions which 
incorporates services that 
motorists actually want”. 

“Motorists who opt into a ‘UK 
DriveTime’ scheme could benefit

from reduced fuel duty, 
congestion avoidance systems, 
up-to-date parking information, 
cheaper insurance and e-call 
technology, which pinpoints the 
car and calls the emergency 
services in the event of an 
accident.” 

King also called for a more 
open dialogue between the 
government and UK motorists. 

The RAC’s own research on 
the topic suggests that 60 per 
cent of drivers accept the 
principle that it would be fairer to 
pay for the roads according to 
the time spent driving in 
congestion, but are worried 
about how this change would 
impact their lives. 

While support for the concept 
of charging has seen a slight 
increase during the last four 
years, support for any specific 
application of congestion 
charging is starting to wane. 

UK motorists also believe that 
any road pricing scheme should 
be socially just, with 58 per cent 
agreeing that there should be 
protection for those on low 
incomes. When asked where 
finances should be reinvested, 
mopre than 50 per cent of 
motorists believe that finances 
should be directed straight back 
into the road network itself and 
acceptability increases if there 
are equivalent reductions in 
other motoring taxes. 

Nine out of 10 do not trust the 
government to deliver a fair 
system according to the RAC’s 
research.

Prepare yourself and your car for winter 


WITH winter fast 
approaching, it’s 
important to get 
prepared for the 
imminent change in 
road conditions. 

For many people, winter 
driving can be a daunting 
task: How to react if the car 
skids? What essentials do 
you keep with you in the 
event of getting stranded? 
Luckily help is at hand from 
Mercedes-Benz World, 
thanks to driving tips for the 
worst winter weather. 

The Mercedes-Benz World 
Driving Team has the 
following advice for 
motorists travelling in 
winter conditions: 

How to deal with black ice 

Be aware of areas where 
black ice is most likely to 
form. Flyovers or bridges 
can freeze much faster than 
normal roads, as the cold air

flows underneath the road as 
well as over the top. On a 
sunny morning after an icy 
night, be especially careful 
where trees or buildings cast 
a shadow which may leave 
unexpected icy patches. 

If your car begins to skid, 
the way to respond will 
depend on whether your car 
has ESP (Electronic Stability 
Programme), ABS (Anti- 
Lock Braking system) or 
neither: 

ESP - standard on every 
Mercedes-Benz - continue to 
steer the car in the direction 
you want to go, avoiding any 
obstacles. ESP will apply 
individual brakes and adjust 
the throttle to maximise 
control of the car. 

ABS - brake firmly and 
steer in the direction you 
want to go. Most importantly, 
avoid steering towards solid 
objects such as trees. 

Neither - steer in the same 
direction as the car is 
skidding. Avoid using the 
brakes until you begin to 
recover steering control, 
then you can begin to brake 
gently. 

Clear vision 

Always clear all windows of 
ice and condensation before 
setting off on a journey and 
never drive with just a 
peephole to squint through. 

In bright sunshine use 
your visor, and if you have 
them, polarising sunglasses. 


If you need to wear 
spectacles to drive, it’s also 
worth buying prescription 
sunglasses. 

Snow business 

In snowy conditions, where 
traffic has cleared tracks in 
the snow, stay in these for 
maximum grip. But, if there 
is packed snow in the tracks, 
this may have less grip than 
the fresh snow either side of 
the tracks. Drive much more 
slowly than normal. 

Change lanes gently, do 
not steer sharply; give 
yourself plenty of room and 
only move the steering wheel 
to a slight angle. Be very 
gentle with all controls. 

Ice issues 

On ice or slush, use the 
highest gear possible to 
avoid wheel spin, and avoid 
harsh braking and quick 
acceleration. 

Put the car in a lower gear 
than normal to avoid locking 
the wheels when you brake, 
and allow your speed to fall 
gradually with the engine 
braking. If you start to skid, 
ease off the accelerator to 
regain control - do not brake 
suddenly. 

Bright lights 

Fog drifts rapidly and can 
engulf you at a second’s 
notice. 

Drive slowly with dipped 
headlights in bad weather. 


In thick fog, turn on front 
and rear fog lights so 
vehicles behind can see you 
clearly (don’t forget to turn 
them off when you can see 
again). 

Less haste, less speed 

Always reduce your speed 
when driving in difficult 
conditions; normal braking 
distances can double or even 
quadruple as a result of ice, 
snow or rain. 

Be especially careful 
where snow is drifting. It can 
be easy to get stranded in 
drifts, which may also 
conceal deep ditches or 
parked vehicles. The first 
thing to ask in these extreme 
conditions is: is your 
journey necessary? 

Prepare before every journey 

Be prepared - if you have to 
drive long distances or in 
remote areas, always keep 
items such as warm clothes, 
suitable footwear, a charged 
mobile phone, some loose 
change, warm drinks, 
snacks and energy food, 
blankets or sleeping bags, a 
torch and a spade in your car 
in case you find yourself 
stranded. 

Always aim to keep your 
tank at least three-quarters 
full of fuel so you have 
plenty in reserve. 

Parking advice 

If you have to pull over, 


avoid verges where snow 
may conceal ditches or soft 
ground, and avoid stopping 
on uphill slopes where 
traction is limited. Ideally 
find a dedicated lay-by or 
service station, on a gentle 
downhill slope where 
possible as this will help you 
when pulling away again in 
slippery conditions. 

Once stationary, do not 
leave your engine running 
continuously. Leave it on 
long enough to heat the car 
up and then turn it off again 
to conserve fuel until you 
need to warm up again. 

Leave a longer gap than 
normal. If driving with 
children or pets, leave an 
extra long gap between you 
and the car in front. It is 
easy to be distracted and a 
quick glance to the back of 
the seat could result in an 
accident. 

Fitness check 

Make sure your windscreen 
washer fluid is topped up 
with winter screen wash and 
keep a bottle of de-icer in the 
house - if your car’s frozen 
shut, de-icer in the boot is no 
use at all. Before winter, 
ensure your anti-freeze is 
topped up; all your lights, 
heating and ventilation 
work; and there is plenty of 
tread left on your tyres.
